The mineral matter, salts and fla­ 
vors are boiled out In the water and 
thrown away, the valuable constitu­ 
ents which are so necessary in the 
blood. 
Now in cooking vegetables in bags 
nothing is lost, 
The cooking Is easier, no odor to 
penetrate the house, and the result is 
a tasty, well-flavored dish. 
As the 
evaporation is less In the closely con­ 
fined bag, it Is not necessary to add 
as much water when cooking. 
A pint of green peas and a cup of 
water with a head of lettuce, a tea­ 
spoonful of sugar and two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter; mix together and place 
in a bag and cook for thirty minutes 
in a moderate oven. 
Potatoes, peel, halve and put sum- 
cient for the family into a bag with a 
few tablespconfuls of water, a leaf 
of mint and a little salt. 
Cook from 
thirty to forty minutes. 
Spinach is washed and put into the 
bag without further water for cook­ 
ing. Cook thirty to forty minutes and 
place the hag in a dish into which 
drain off the juice by piercing with 
a fork. 
Cutlets.—Take 
a 
teaspoonful 
of 
salted flour, mix with it two table­ 
spoonfuls of curry powder, grease a 
bag very thoroughly. 
Have ready a 
few cutlets, dust them with flour, put 
into the bag with a tablespconful of 
minced onion and a cup of chicken 
stock, which may be made from the 
hones of a roasted fowl. 
Fold and 
seal the bag and cook for forty-five 
minutes. 
Dish up on a hot platter 
and pour the sauce over the cutlets.

Statistician. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 16.—Of the ninety- 
two counties of the state, thirty-nine 
increased their county levies last Sep­ 
tem ber over the levies m ade the year 
before, 
as 
shown 
by 
the 
annual 
reports to Thomas W. Brolley, chief 
of the state bureau of statistics, from 
county 
auditors, 
concerning 
county 
tax levies. Thirty-four decreased their 
levies and nineteen made no change. 
The levies reported are for county pur­ 
poses only and do not include the 
state, township, city and town levies, 
which are made separately. 
The lev­ 
ies for 1912, just reported, are those on 
which taxes will be paid this year. 
Of the counties m aking increases, 
nine increased their levies more than 
10 cents on the $100 taxable. 
These 
counties and the am ounts of increase 
were as follows: 
Porter, 34 cents; 
Huntington. 26 cents; Clay, 17 cents; 
Jay, 15.5 cents; Daviess and Jennings, 
15 
cents 
each: 
Dubois, 
12 
cents; 
Franklin, 
11.85 
cents; 
Elkhart, 
11 
cents. 
Seven counties m ade decreases of 
10 cents or more. 
They were as fol­ 
lows: 
Scott, 29 cents; Hamilton, 19 
cents; Clark and Lawrence, 16 cents 
each; 
Pulaski, 11 cents; 
Pike and 
Wells, 10 Cents each. 
Jennings and Spencer counties re 
ported the highest rates, each levying 
97.15 cents. 
Ohio and Switzerland 
counties were next, each levying 93.15 
cents. 
No other counties levied as 
high as 90 cents. 
Benton county, with 
a levy of 19.15 cents, had the lowest 
rate reported.

the forgiveness of sins, is commission­ 
ed to say to every unsaved person.

The herald of the Messiah was pre­ 
dicted in Isa. xl.

Washingto n. Feb. 16 .—Tn the form 
of an order from Secretary Stlmso n re­ 
liev ing Major General Frederick C. 
Ainsworth of his duties as adjutant 
general o f the ar m y and directing him 
to 
remain 
in 
the 
city 
awaiting 
disciplinary measures, the lo ng ex ­ 
pected culmination of the Wood-Ains- 
worth feud in the war department has 
come. 
Orders for the courtmartlal of Gen­ 
eral Ainswo rth who, as adjutant gen­ 
era!. is the second ranking officer in 
the army , are ex pected to be issued 
within a few day s. The charge will be 
insubordination based on dero gato ry 
references to the secretary o f war. the 
chief o f staff and officers o f the gen­ 
eral staff which General Ainswo rth in­ 
corporated into many of his official re­ 
ports. 
The announcement created a sensa­ 
tion in all official Washington. 
It is 
considered certain that the Ainswo rth 
case will dev elop into the biggest mili­ 
tary controv ersy since the Sampson- 
Schlev affair in the nav y . Almost sim­ 
ultaneously with the anno uncement of 
the dismissal of General Ainsworth, 
who has been a power in the army for 
thirty y ears, Representativ e Hobso n of 
Alabama denounced that officer in a 
speech deliv ered on the floor of the 
house during the co nsideration o f the 
army bill. Representativ e Hobson de­ 
clared that General Ainsworth was 
guilty o f conspiracy in taking part in 
the framing of the Hay bills for the 
reorganization of the military estab­ 
lishment and inserting in o ne of them 
a prov ision whereby he was to be en­ 
abled to retire with the rank of lieut­ 
enant general. 
The situation in the war department 
was apparently brought to a head by 
a memorandum written by General 
Ainsworth on Feb. 3, though called for 
last December, on the proposal of the 
general staff to make changes in the 
form o f the muster roll. Iu this mem­ 
orandum. called for by the chief of 
staff at the direction of the secretary 
of 
war, 
General 
Ainsworth 
makes 
statements that are co nstrued by Sec­ 
retary Stlmso n as an attack on him­ 
self and the chief of staff and the offi­ 
cers of the general staff. 
Whereupon 
Secretary Stimson went to the White 
House with the matter and made it an 
issue wih President Taft. 
The presi­ 
dent was told that either General Ains­ 
worth must go or a new secretary of 
war must be found. 
The president 
immediately 
directed 
that 
General 
Ainsworth be reliev ed and held on 
waiting orders until disciplinary meas­ 
ures could be decided upon. 
It was 
also decided that the adjutant gener­ 
al’s office be turned o v er to Colonel 
H. P. McCain. 
When the president's o rder had been 
made public General Ainswo rth de­ 
clined to make any statement what­ 
soev er. 
Secretary of War Stimso n 
and Major General Wood declined to 
speak of the case in any way . 
Entering the army as a doctor Nov . 
10, 18 7 4 . General Ainsworth has risen 
to the second highest office in the de­ 
partment.
